Dr Said Kinany of the Cairo 
expedition said he hoped 
to arrange tests of the 
new antibiotic, stylomy- 
cin as a Weapon tgainst 
the tsetse’s bite. In pre- 
liminary experiments the 
new drug has shown 
hopeful results in clear- 
ing trypanosomes from 
the blood. 


The tsetse fly itself has sur- 
vived the-most ingenious 
of man’s weapons. 


“The astonishing thing,” 
said Dr Kinany, “is that 
the female tsetse lays less 
than two eggs a year-— 
not hundreds of thousands 
as other insects do. Yet 
it resists all efforts to 
exterminate it. 


“Tacy've tried breeding sterile 
males so no offspring would 
follow a mating, They've 
tried Idling some females so 
the more numerous males 
would harass the rest of the 
females to death. They've 
bombet tsetse with  insece 
ticldes. 


‘They've tried using parasites 
to Ill tho tsetse’a purasites, 
and they've even tried chang- 
ing its surroundings ‘by re- 
moving certain vegetation. 

' But the tsetse keeps on 
Hiving,” said Dr Kinany, 


Tho sleeping sickness carried by 
the tsetse Is believed to be a 
comparatively new discase for 
domestic cattle and fuman 
beings, It tends to Jdll them. 
But zebras, antelopes and 
other gume native to Africa 
don’t dic from it, probably 
because their species have 
been exposed to it for hun- 
dredis of thousands of years, 


Doctors believe any amount of 
effort to eradicate tho tsetse 
fly Is worthwhile for economic 
and humanitarian = rensons. 
A victory in the fight would 
open a now-impoverlahed arca 
to economic development, 


Africa romains a hostile terri- 


tory; as far as ‘health is con- 
cerned for the forcign traveller. 
He must take snti-malaria 
shots, boil his drinking water, 
watch his food carofully, siecp 
under mesquity nets and wear 
boots, 


Even malario is setting resistant 


to drugs In some places, but 
medical scienee has managed 
to keep one jump ahead of 
the disease. Some West 
Africans havea form of im- 
munity to malaria. 


One tropical diseare expert told 


the expedition he understood 
that West Africans were re- 
luctant to go along with 
schemes to crndicate the 
meoace of malaria, 


Malaria docs not bother them, 


and if the threat of the discaso 
were wiped out it would just 
open their homeland to penc- 
tration by forelgnors, They 
like things the way they arc.

It was pure’ coincidence that 
he should bo sitting In tho 
entrance ‘hall of London Alrport 
when the South African. team 
were retuming home. They all 
knew him Instantancously, and 
the men from the Unlon whose 
autographs had been cagerly 
sought all Summer, themselves 
indulged in a bit of hero 
worship. 


Walter Hammond, In fact, was 
there to meet his wife in from 
Amsterdam and did not know 
the South Africans were duc 
uway. None of them had ever 
Played against the givat 
Gloucestershire all-rounder, now 
52 ycars old, but he had wrought 
havoc with bat, ball and in the 
slips among their illustrious 
FAvdecesoors. 

The chance meeting with 
“Wally” reminded me of a foot- 
ball match at Fratton Park round 
about 1923 between Portsmouth 
and Bristol Rovers. The doyen 
of the Pressbox said to me: 
“That youngster on the Rovers’ 
Jeft wing. I have heard that he 
is going to make a goodish sort 
of a batsman." That, at least, 
was an understatement. Lt was, 
of course, Hammond, who hod 
severa] seasons with the Rovers 
as u professional outside left, the 
same os Bill Edrich did with 
Tottenham Hotspur. 


GREAT GAIN 


Hammond was then a pm- 
fessioml wlth Gloucestershire, 
Later he turned amateur, then 
professional again, and finally 
amateur once more to captain 
England in the Tests. He was 
not born in Gloucestershire al- 
though he was cducated at 
Cirencester Grammar School. He 
told me once that he was born 
In the Royal Artillery Barracks 
at Dover where his father waa 
u Regular soldier, but when 
very young he was taken to 
Malta and lived there many 
years while his father was 
stationed there. So Kent's loss 
was Gloucestershire’s great gain. 


No purpose can be served in 
translating his tremendous all- 
round career {nto the oold figures 
of statistical uchicvement. There 
was o poctry about all he did.

PERUVIANS WERE 


MASTER 


HE natives of Peru were 
expert weavers, not only 
during the period of Inca 
domination (from 1100 to 
1532), but long before. 
Mummies dating back to the 
beginning of the Christian 
era have been found wrapped 
in the most brilliant of tex- 
tiles and showing a long 
association with the weaving 
art. 


Scientists generally agree that 
the high standard of these tex- 
tiles, very many of which sur- 
vive, las never ’bcen surpassed 
anywhere in the world at any 
time, 

Of courre the Peruvians wors 
many of thelr clothes In ilfe but 
some of those of tho highest 
quality were reserved for burial 
garments. In 1949 in a valley 
mear Plsco on the coast of 
southern Poru, a grave was dis- 
covered which contained one of 
the very largest pieces of cloth 
ever woven without a machine. 
It is 12 fect wide and 87 feet 
long. (Owing to the primitive 
narrow loom uscd, Peruvian 
woven pieces are rarely over 30 
inches wide.)

The dry climate of many 
parts of Peru is, of courec, 
chiet factor in preserving the 

textiles intact, But the natives 
were also master dyers, They 
used all vegetable dyes and the 
brillant, colours of their 
tapestries aod garments have

not faded appreciably in over 
20 ccnturics. 

The material used was cotton 
(both brown and white varieties 
were grown in the coastal re- 
glons) and Hama wool. Four 
varietics of llama were raised, 
the wool of the vicuna provid- 
ing the finest yarn, 

Very primitive indeed were 
the tools of thelr craft. The 
spindle was simply a slender 
shaft of wood weighted  ncar 
the middle with a whorl of clay, 
stoce or metal. The resulting 
cotton and woollen threads and 
yarns compare favourably with 
those spun by modern methods.

The loom was slightly more 
complicated. It consisted of two 
bars, The upper bar was at 
tached to a tree or post or a 
similar object and the ‘ower 
end was fastened to a belt 
encircling the weaver’s back. 
Warp threads were sirctchtd 
petween tho two bars and the 
weft threads . were inserted 


‘(over and under) across the 


warps. 
‘on “this device, material of 
the plainest weaves could be

* More complex designs requir

DIGS GOLD ORE 


The oflicial only yawned, 
then suid patiently, “Relax, 
lady. That liner is a real 
one. It's called the Golden 
Galleon, and it’s owned by a 
man out here named Web 
Skinner. The whole town of 
Fairplay is mighty proud of 
it.” 

The sight of a 2,600-ton 
vessel moving slowly across a 
range of peaks in a glacial 
basin 70 feet deep and a half 
acre in area, at-an elevation 
of 11,000 feet is mighty un- 
believable. . 

But even more unbeliev- 
able is its purpose for being 
there: the digging of gold 
ore, right out of tho water. 

The “voyage” the vessel 
takes is a never-ending one. 
For it works its way through 
ita “sea” around the clock, 
year in and year out, 

As it moves, it scoops up 
gold-bearing glacial deposit.

He fingered his gold Sl, 
Genesius ancck medal, gift of 
Las Vegos bartenders and bell- 
hops, Then: “‘Not really In- 
terested’ Is an understatement. 
It's true you don’t see me on 
records in a big way any more. 
Why? Because the record field, 
especially in America, has be- 
tome” a rat race. 


Mushrooms 


“Now, I have a mame which 
I made 25 years agp. It’s still 
competing with the, mushroom 
careers, The mushrooms come 
up.’
